DETAILS ; 

The Attorney General of Nevada # Honorable Robert 
List I initiated an investigation of the so-called ^Mormon 
Will" of Howard Hughes and is contemplating charges of fraud 
and forgery against suspects Melvin E. Dummar^ et al. 
During the course of the investigation. Chief Investigator 
Bruce Greenhalgh of the Nevada Attorney General's Office 
submitted to the STSD the outer envelope which contained 
a handwritten note and a sealed inner envelope containing 
the three-page handwritten will; the note, the inner envelope, 
and the three-page will, as well as known writings of 
Howard Hughes, Melvin E. Dummar, and other suspects. The 
FBI, Las Vegas, subsequently submitted additional samples 
of the writings of Hughes to assist in the comparisons. 

Although it was not possible to determine the 
date of preparation of the submitted items by Document 
examinations, it was determined that the writings on the 
inner envelope and the three-page will were not written 
by Howard Hughes, but are the result of an unskilled attempt 
to copy or simulate genuine writings of Hughes. The writings 
prepared in that matter did not contain sufficient natural 
handwriting characteristics of the person or persons who 
prepared them to permit either the identification or elimina- 
tion of Dummar or the other suspects. The writings on the 
outer envelope and enclosed note were too disguised to 
permit identification . 

Ink examinations are continuing in the STSD. 
Thereafter, the inner envelope and three-page will are 
scheduled for examinations in the Identification Division 
for any latent fingerprints which might be present*

the Nevada criminal case is still pending against DUMMAR and has 
not yet come to trial.
